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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added limitation regarding the second candidate selection metric that relies on a number of phonemes and 
syllables has not been previously claimed and would require further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the previous 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph rejection directed towards claims 1 and 5-9, the applicants argue that the specification recites a second candidate word set 
maximum threshold phoneme number and that candidate first words have a larger number of phonemes, and thus, supports the claimed 
"first candidate words having a number of phonemes equal to or above the preset number of phonemes (Amendment, Pages 7-8). In 
response, the examiner notes that the specification does support a maximum phoneme threshold/limit number below which a word should 
fall to be considered a secondary word candidate (Page 42), but in regards to the first candidate words merely mentions that they possess 
more stable acoustic characteristics and a generally larger number of phonemes (Page 42). At best, this passage appears only to generally 
mention that first candidate words are larger, but does not necessarily tie the phoneme number limit of the second candidate words (i.e., for 
larger words greater than or equal to p and for smaller second candidate words less than p, wherein p is the number of phonemes). The 
specification is silent as to any type of phoneme number thresholds for the first candidate words and appears only to describe that first 
candidate words simply have the quality of comprising a generally larger number of phonemes. The description does not necessarily 
include any type of phoneme number threshold/limit, particularly as it relates to the threshold/limit applied to the second candidate words. 
Thus, this argument has been fully considered, but is not convincing. The prior position of record is thus maintained. 
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
